hundred feet long. 
All the plots were taken, some 
by persons who w ere skilled g ar­ 
deners and some who had never 
tried gardening before, and who 
did not ow’n even a hoe.

Food Preserving Used 
Old-time as well as modem m eth­ 
ods of food preservation are in or­ 
der these days aa American home­ 
makers act out to break all food 
storage records. 
That's why the 
stone jar for salting food now has 
its place, along with the glass jar 
for canned food or the paper carton 
for freezer locker storage. 
Salted or brined vegetables are 
classed in three di visions: those to 
be served as vegetables on the ta­ 
ble, such as com and string beans; 
those for pickles, such as cucum­ 
bers, green tomatoes, peppers, cau­ 
liflower and onions, and those which 
are made into so-called “kraut,” 
such as cabbage, turnips, rutabagas 
and chinese cabbage. 
The “kraut” group of vegetables 
are very popular for their flavor 
and texture but food authorities 
from the University of Illinois col­ 
lege of agriculture report that eth­ 
er salting doesn’t quite measure up 
to canning and freezing from the 
standpoint of appearance and food 
value. 
However, it is a practical 
method to employ when canning and 
freezing equipment is not available. 
It’s considered an inexpensive way 
to take care of vegetables which 
might not be used otherwise. 
Foods such as com and string 
beans, which are heavily salted to 
prevent the growth of yeasts and 
bacteria, need to be soaked to re­ 
move the strong salt Vaste before 
being prepared for table use.

Vegetables Seen 


1 m* of Fresh Vegetables 
Will Conserve Supply 


A lbany—The 
vegetable 
crops 
grow n 
for com m ercial 
canning, 
freezing and other processing have 
produced 
abundantly 
both 
in 
New York and the U nited States, 
according to a F ed eral-S tate Re­ 
port issued from the New 
York 
S ta te D epartm ent of A griculture 
and m arkets. The national 
ton­ 
nage of green peas, already h ar­ 
vested, was 34 percent above last 
y ear's crop; snap beans give prom­ 
ise of an increase of 37 percent; 
sw eet corn will exceed last year 
by 18 percent and tom atoes 
by 
17 percent, if norm al development 
takes place the rest of the season. 
Increases or prospective increases 
in New York are; peas 43 percent; 
snap beans 47 percent; sweet corn 
2 percent; tom atoes 14 
percent, 
tom atoes 14 percent. Tom atoes es­ 
pecially are still subject to num ­ 
erous growing and harvesting haz­ 
ards in the late S tates. 
Prelim inary estim ates

the 1942 crop of green peas (shril­

York indicated by cu rren t 
reports 
* represents about 6 percent of the 
3,289,000 ton national crop. These 
processed vegetable foods are very 
im portant for m ilitary and Lend- 
Lease needs, as well as for civilian 
use. and the G overnm ent, farm ers 
and processors have worked 
to­ 
g eth er very closely to m ake 
in­ 
creased supplies available, 
and to 
provide for allocations of 
the fin­ 
ished product. 
D uring the late sum m er 
and 
autum n excellent supplies of fresh 
tom atoes and 
o th er 
vegetables 
such as snap beans, sweet corn, 
cabbage. 
cauliflower, 
carrots, * 
beets and numerous others will lie 
available in the m arkets. 
Their 
abundant use by consum ers while 
they are in season will most fully 
utilize the total food supply with 
a minim um of w aste, and will at 
the sam e time conserve the supply 
of canned foods for late r use and 
for the numerous people who can­ 
not readily be supplied w ith garden 
fresh vegetables a t this time. 
Lim a beans for factory use are 
m aking generally good grow th, as 
are beets for canning.

Dates 


Geneva, N. Y.— A more reliable 
index to the time to pick fruit 
than relying upon calendar dates. 
as is usually done, is to guage the 
number of days between full bloom 
and maturity, declares Dr. H. B. 
Tukey, horticulturist at Experi­ 
ment station here. 
This period is 
remarkably 
constant 
for 
each 
variety, says this authority. 
An 
accurate forecast of picking dates 
enables the fruit grower to plan 
his other orchard operations more 
efficiently. 
Based on a study of 61 varieties 
of apples, 15 varieties of pears, 46 
varieties of cherries, and 14 varie­ 
ties of peaches growing on the 
station grounds over a period of 
years, Dr. Tukey finds that each 
'ariety has a remarkably constant 
interval in days between full bloom 
in the spring and full maturity in 
the summer or fall. 
"The Early 
McIntosh apple, for example, usu­ 
ally ripens 
at 
Geneva about 90 
days after full bloom," he says, 
continuing, 
“ even 
this 
season 
which Is an ‘early’ season, this 
variety required 90 to 91 days to 
reach 
maturity. 
Oldenburg 
has 
been found to require 98 days, M c­ 
Intosh 127 days, R. I. Greening 135 
days, 
Montmorency 
cherry 
62 
days, Bartlett pear 121 days, the 
Elberta peach 128 
days, 
and so 
on." 
The earliness or lateness of the 
season does not appear to affect 
greatly the more or less fixed in­ 
terval of days between full bloom 
and maturity w’hich might well be 
compared with the gestation period 
in animals. The records show’ that 
for a given region even in extreme­ 
ly early seasons as well as in late 
seasons the interval w ill vary only 
a few’ days. 
“Of course the time of actual 
harvest depends upor a number of 
practical considerations and pick- 
•ng 
habits 
vary 
in 
different 
regions.” says Dr. Tukey, citing 
such things as market demand, 
color of fruit, distance from mar- 
k;t, availability of storage facili­ 
ties, wind storms, sudden periods 
of high or low temperatures, fruit 
drop. and the like.

Publication of Its report followed a 
itx-day conference presided over by 
George D Strayer, professor of edu- 
cation at Teachers college, and ap­ 
proved by the wartime commission 
of the United States office of edu­ 
cation. A copy of the report will 
be subm itted to the latter body, 
which may Join in the finding*. 
Money Needed. 
Th# principal Immediate recom­ 
mendation of th# commission’s re­ 
port was for planning by local state 
and federal agencies through local 
councils and state and federal con­ 
ferences to develop a co-ordinated 
program. While emphasis was put 
on action by individual communi­ 
ties with the public schools as the 
focal points of activity, it was point­ 
ed out that federal funds would be 
necessary to help finance any pro­ 
gram finally agreed upon, with both 
Washington and state governments 
playing a part in its realization. 
Three principal groups of Amer­ 
icans were seen In the report as 
needing help in the post-war period: 
Men and women discharged from 
th* armed services, displaced war 
workers and the war-disabled, in­ 
cluding those injured in battle as 
well as the victims of accidents In 
war industries and civilian defense 
organizations. 
The commission estimated that of 
the 29,000,000 Americans who would 
be in the fighting services or in war 
industries before the conclusion of 
the war, 15,000,000 to 20,000.000 will 
be "in a process of economic and 
social change” when peace came.
